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Trade  Surplus  Grows  -  The  U.S.  agricul¬ 
tural  trade  surplus  increased  $65  million 
to  $1 .2  billion  in  August.  Import  value 
rose  due  to  an  increase  in  the  value  of 
coffee  but  was  offset  by  higher  exports  as 
the  harvest  progressed.  The  fiscal  1994 
year-to-date  (October  1993  to  August 
1994)  surplus  was  $15.9  billion,  $1  billion 
below  a  year  earlier  (table  3). 

Exports  Up  -  Agricultural  exports  rose  12 
percent  in  August  to  $3.5  billion  and  were 
19  percent  over  August  1993.  Cumulative 
fiscal  1994  exports  of  $40  billion  were  1 
percent  greater  than  last  year. 

Horticultural  export  value  gained  10 
percent  for  the  year  to  date,  to  $7.1 
billion,  and  its  share  of  total  exports  rose 
from  16  to  18  percent.  Grains  and 
oilseeds  both  declined  in  share,  but 
livestock  and  meats  gained. 

Fiscal  1994  vegetable  exports  through 
August  increased  7  percent  to  $3.2  billion. 
Value  gains  of  18  percent  for  prepared 
vegetables  (such  as  potato  chips  and 
tomato  products),  and  14  percent  for 
frozen  vegetables  pushed  total  exports  up 
despite  a  5-percent  decline  for  fresh 
vegetables.  Potatoes  and  sweet  corn, 
much  of  which  went  to  Japan,  were  the 
two  major  frozen  vegetables  exported. 

Fruit  export  value  rose  10  percent  from 
fiscal  1993  to  $2.3  billion.  Apple 
shipments  of  $376  million  gained  due  to 
shipments  to  Mexico,  Flong  Kong,  and 
Taiwan.  Grape  export  value  increased  14 
percent,  with  higher  shipments  to  Mexico. 

Fiscal  1994  nut  export  value  increased 
despite  a  decline  in  volume.  The  export 
unit  value  for  almonds,  the  major  type 
shipped,  rose  over  $1 ,000  a  ton  due  to 
low  world  production  in  the  1993/94  crop 
year.  Germany  and  Japan  were  the 
primary  importers  of  U.S.  almonds. 

Wheat  exports  for  August  totaled  2.8 
million  tons,  3  percent  over  August  1993. 
Japan  purchased  371,000  tons,  China 
349,000  tons,  and  Egypt  298,000  tons. 
The  FSU,  Algeria,  the  Philippines,  and 
South  Korea  were  also  major  buyers. 
Year-to-date  shipments  of  27.9  million 
tons  were  16  percent  below  the  same 
period  in  fiscal  1993. 

Com  exports  totaled  2.9  million  tons,  8 
percent  higher  than  August  1993.  Japan 
imported  960,000  tons,  and  Taiwan 


338,000  tons.  Mexico  imported  236,000 
tons  of  U.S.  corn,  and  Saudi  Arabia  and 
Egypt  both  took  over  200,000  tons.  Year- 
to-date  corn  shipments  of  30.1  million 
tons  were  21  percent  behind  fiscal  1993. 

Soybean  exports  surged  to  1.1  million 
tons  in  August,  as  the  new  crop  entered 
the  market.  Shipments  were  65  percent 
greater  than  August  1993,  reflecting  the 
larger  crop.  Japan  took  321 ,000  tons, 
followed  by  Mexico  with  221,000  tons. 

The  Netherlands  and  Taiwan  were  also 
major  importers.  October-August  exports 
of  15.2  million  tons  were  22  percent  below 
fiscal  1993. 

Cotton  exports  slowed  to  1 16,000  tons, 
but  were  still  87  percent  over  August 
1993.  Exports  to  China  reached  nearly 
300,000  tons  for  the  year.  Total  year-to- 
date  shipments  were  1 .5  million  tons. 

Imports  Gain  -  Agricultural  imports  of 
$2.2  billion  were  up  13  percent  from  July 
and  exceeded  August  1993  by  17 
percent.  Import  values  for  coffee,  grains 
and  feeds,  oilseeds,  and  vegetables 
increased  for  the  fiscal  year  to  date. 
October-August  imports  of  $24  billion 
were  up  7  percent  from  last  fiscal  year.

Two  Leading  Import  Sources  - 

Canada  continues  to  be  the  main 
source  of  agricultural  imports  in  fiscal 
1994,  accounting  for  20  percent  by 
value  through  August.  Canadian 
shipments  to  the  United  States  totaled 
$4.8  billion;  25  percent  were  grains  and 
feeds,  10  percent  were  meats,  and  15 
percent  were  live  cattle.  The  value  of 
Canadian  shipments  to  the  U.S.  was  up 
19  percent  this  year,  due  to  increases  in 
grain,  notably  wheat,  and  oilseeds  and 
oil,  primarily  rapeseed  and  rapeseed  oil. 
Mexico  follows  Canada  at  $2.7  billion; 

12  percent  of  total  U.S.  agricultural 
import  value  through  August. 

Vegetables  made  up  39  percent  of 
Mexican  exports,  and  cattle  comprised 
15  percent.  Tomatoes,  onions,  cucum¬ 
bers,  and  cauliflower  were  the  primary 
vegetables  shipped.  Fruits,  dominated 
by  melons,  mangos,  and  bananas, 
accounted  for  13  percent.  Coffee  was 
1 1  percent,  and  beer  accounted  for  6 
percent  of  Mexico-to-U.S.  trade.
